YOUR HEALTH 


By H ER M A N N. B U N D E S E N , M. D. 


The first solid food your baby gets 
will probably be a cereal. 
Actually, of course, the food in these 
first feedings is far from solid; it’s most­ 
ly liquid. Just the same, it represents an 
important step in progress, 
Begin feeding your tot cereal by the 
time he is three months old. or even be­ 
fore. if your doctor advises it. 
The cereal should be so thin that it 
will easily pour off the end of the spoon. 
If it is too thick, add a little of 
your 
baby’s milk mixture. 
Or if he is breast 
fed, thin it with boiled or specially pre­ 
pared baby water. 
For ihe first day or two, offer 
him 
only one or two spoonfuls so that he can 
get used to it. If you give him any 
more, it may upset his digestion. 
Here is a tip which might make these 
first feeding.* a little easier. 
If you give 
him his cereal before his regular milk 
feeding, he will be more apt to take it. 
As a rule, a baby looks forward to his 
regular feeding because he 
likes 
the 
milk better. He will want to get the 
preliminaries over quickly. 
Increase the amount of cereal each 
day, for about two 
weeks, 
when 
he 
should be getting a full portion 
If you give him dry cereals like tIn>>e 
especially prepared for babies, a 
por­ 
tion is two ounces or one quarter cupful 
of the cereal mixture after the milk and 
water have been added to it. 
If you use canned cereal, give 
him 
about four ounces or one half a cupful, 
at a feeding 
After he eats his cereal, let him have 
as much milk as he wishes. 
If you nurse 
him, this probably will not take longer 
than 15 to 20 minutes 
If he is bottle fed, 
he will usually 
drink 
anywhere 
from 
four to six ouncei.

Children’s TV Crime Shows 
Claimed ‘Calculated Risk’ 
By Senate Investigators 


WASHINGTON. 
Aug. 25 to—A 
Senate subcommittee on juvenile 
delinquency said today there is a 
“ calculated risk” in broadcasting 
TV crime and violence shows dur­ 
ing children’s viewing hours. It 
urged steps to cut the risk. 
In an interim report the subcom­ 
mittee said it “ has been unbale to 
gather proof of a direct causal re­ 
lationship” between such programs 
“ and the actual performance of 
criminal deeds.” 


But the senators said there 


is reasons to believe television 
crime programs are “ poten­ 
tially much more injurious to 
children and young people than 
motion pictures, radio or comic 
books." 


The legislators added: 
“ When considered in the light of 
the evidence that there is a cal­ 
culated risk incurred through the 
repeated exposure of young boys 
and girls, even of tender age, to 
ruthless, unethical forms of be* 
havior, the subcommittee believes 
if would be wise to minimize the 
risk insofar as possible.” 
TH E REPO RT noled that the 
television broadcasters presented 
“ many experts" at subcommittee 
hearings “ who indicated that, in 
their opinion, television programs 
were not responsible for. nor did 
they cause, juvenile delinquency."
